taken captives unto ficha Province ; Therefore it becomes. 
you all now to prove your felyes Brave and Stout Men, in 
going alongft with me to be Revenged upon them for it ; 
Therefore declare all your minds, upon which they fhaw 
their willingnels by oyling of their Bodies again; fo that - 
they cannot eafily be catched hold of, and fo Bagg and 
Baggadge follow in order as afore is faid 5. and when that
